WHICH HE WISHES PASSED 


Legislature Makes Arrange- 


ments to Recess Wednes- 
day Until May 27 When 
Adjournment is Hoped 
for —\ Major Administra- 
tion Laws Are Now Out 
of the Way.

Columbus, May 17.—With all ma- 


jor administration measures out of 
the wa>, Governoi Willis today turn- 
ed his attention to the election re- 
form measures, pending in the house 
and the proposals to extend terms of 
officials. It was said he told legisla- 
tors he did not favor the extension of 
terms, but was anxious to see the 
Wickline and Wise election bills en- 
acted before Wednesday, when the 
assembly expects to recess until Mav 
27, when final adjournment will oc- 
cur. 


The Wickline bill will be shorn 


still further, house leaders declared 
until it contains as its main feature 
the perpetual card legistration only 
for cities 
Provisions that election 


boards be reduced from four to two 
members, except in the tew largest 
counties, is to be eliminated, it was 
said. Senator Wise of Stark, author 
of the absent voting bill, said he ex- 
pected the house to pass it after mak- 
ing amendments to reduce the time 
before elections when ballots must be 
ready for use by absent voters

Totman of Athens providing for sub-

The presiding officers of the 


house and senate will sign them, it

noon and they will be sent to

governor immediately 


The principal work 
before 
the 


houfe today was acceptance of the 
conference committee's report on the 
Barnes-Moore civil service bill. 


When this action is taken the bill 


will be ready for the governor's big- 
nature. 


The house finance committee today 


was still working on the sundry ap- 
propriation bill, which it was said, 
may not be introduced before Wed- 
nesday, the day set for recess. 


A few house leaders said 
today 


they thought the pressure for pass- 
ing of bills with local 
application, 


might keep the assembly in session 
until the latter part of the week. If 
this is found necessary, both houres 
will have to recess from day to day 
past Wednesday, making that a leg- 
islative day.

What Ohio Club Women Are Doing 


By MBS. JOHN MAC KEE, Springfield, Ohio 


Director of Press of The Ohio Federation of Women's Clubs 


Through the sending of petitions 


by the Federation and agitation in 
the newspapers, a park commission 
was appointed to care for and im- 
prove 
abandoned , and 
neglected 


parks; also to renew and beautify 
the Dug road around Putnam hill, 
one of tha.mostKbeautiful roadways 
in the stat&v~$ne w«rfe was W0rth 
while, if only For the saving of the 
Dug road, ,88 it is the one high road 
in time of -MgK waters and floods. 


The womett were the first to urge 


and insist upon traffic regulation. It 
was at first deemed impossible by the 
city officiate to agree to the demand 
for one policeman to stand at the 
busiest corner of the city. 
Since 


gaining one, however, three new po- 
licemen have been added for other 
parts of the town. 
The Federation is entirely respon- 


sible for the fact that Zanesville has 
a district nurse. She not only ad- 
ministers to the sick, but instructs 
the ignorant as to health conserva- 
tion. 
She visits from one hundred 


and fifty to two hundred and fifty 
families every month, and in many 
ways assists the physicians and pub- 
lic board of health. 


A committee of 
the 
Federation 


has made and turned over to the 
district nurse ten 
maternity 
Dags 


filled with the necessary articles for 
mother and child, including sheets 
and pillow cases, tuberculosis caps 
when necessary, 
and 
towels 
and 


blankets. 
Mrs. Bowers, the president, re- 


ports that early in 1914 "the Fed- 
eration asked the mayor to call a 
meeting of the citizens for the pur- 
pose of improving the social condi- 
tions of Zanesville. 
The result of 


two such meetings was the formation 
of a welfare organization." 


No longer are there forlorn and 


neglected children ifi Zanesville, for 
the new playgrounds are used by 
hundreds of children; and this helps, 
unconsciously on the child's part, to 
form a better and cleaner character. 


The first year the children who 


sewed made twenty aprons, fifteen 
dresses, six pairs of drawers; 
the 


second year, forty pairs of bloomers, 
eighteen aprons, twenty-four dresses, 
and thirty-two 
handbags, 
besides 


quilt patches, thereby learning many 
kinds of stitches; the 
third year, 


twenty-four pairs of bloomers, thirty- 
two kimono dresses, twenty middy 
blouses, ten aprons, besides basket 
work, a continuation of 
the 
work 


done during the school year. 
The 


work for the boys has been the build- 
ing of bird houses and the planting 
of trees. 


The school teachers who belong to 


the Federation, have called thf at- 
tention of the children to the neg- 
lected y^rds and streets, l i k t u . o to 
the well-kept lawns, so thai iLo eve- 
minded child might draw fi'.s own 
lessons. 


Always after reading an account 


of the work accomplished by a Fed- 
eration, like that of 
Zanesville, 


comes an inspiration to many of us 
to be up and doing afresh, even after 
months of arduous work. The same 
is true when we read in our local 
papers, "Make your city beautiful 
by planting flowers in the vacant 
lots." Now we all agree that these 
are very good suggestions, and might 
be carried out with a measure of 
success that would be gratifying, but 
for one strong factor which must be 
taken into consideration. After the 
planting of the flowers are they 
properly protected by city laws cov- 
ering the ruthless hand of the small 
boy, OT even the hand of the grown- 
iip?

relate and adjust to the proper re- 
lations these ideas and plans, making 
use of some in the structure of next 
year's work, and relegating to obliv- 
ion all that is not honest and sincere 
or usable in the ultimate superstruc- 
ture of woman's work. Perhaps plan 
to do less; do not rush into a lot of 
new work just to be doing some- 
thing; things are bound to come in 
the natural course of events need- 
ing both your 
courage 
and 
full 


strength. 
At no time since the be- 


ginning of the women's club move- 
ment has the work been more rigor- 
ous than it is today; but the women 
do stop to think, and there are tell- 
ings results. 


If our Federation relations mean 


but a wider acquaintance with the 
women of our state, the organization 
is worth while. Nothing that is good 
is lost. 
For instance, the 
strong 


personality of our state president has 
made a lasting impression on the 
women who have been 
associated 


with her this year. i Together they 
have worked for a better understand- 
ing, a broader vision, and a wider 
and more complete life for women. 


There is reason for all of 
this 


work, though we can see but vaguely 
the ultimate analysis. 
It is but a 


part of the superstructure. 
In the 


present this result is manifest, that 
the individual member has been sus- 
ceptible to the spirit of the Feder- 
ation. "Our business is not to see 
what lies dimly at a distance, but to 
do what lies clearly at hand." 


The reports made by various clubs 


have been ot great value to commit- 
tee and department workers. Many 
clubs, alter trying out certain plans, 
and experimenting as to the 
best 


methods, have sent the perfected 
plans to publicity, thereby 
saving 


time and duplicate work for other 
clubs. 


Bear in mind always 
that 
the 


press of the state has not taken a 
minor part in this development, for 
ours newspapers have done much for 
us that we could not do for our- 
selves; and perhaps 
to them 
has 


come a gain in a wider knowledge 
of the splendid women of our state 
and a better relationship with them.

this was provided for to the entire 
satisfaction of the women. 


The yeaily "Swat the Fly" cam- 


paign is carried on with no abate- 
ment of zeal; .nor has the "clean- 
up" day been forgotten, only extend- 
ed from one to many days 
during 


the year for specific work on streets 
and alleys. 


Mrs. Bowers says, "with the elec- 


tion of each new city administration 
there has come some degree of im- 
provement brought about by the Fed- 
eration agitation; but the plea has 
been for the citizen to do his share 
by being less careless." 


The people at large did not ap- 


prove this "clean-up" work, but re- 
mained passive. 
The habit Is soon 


formed of keeping the 
pavements, 


lawns and backyards free from rub- 
bish.

uniforms of the sailors with mud as 
they swung into parade formation

between 41st and 42nd streets. Soon 
after they started the rain changed 
again to a drizzle. A solid wall of 
umbrellas, dripping rivulets of 
wa- 


ter .sheltered the thousands who had 
come to see and cheer

President Wilson left the 
May- 


flower in a launch and came ashore 
at the foot of West 41st street 
at 


10-13 o'clock. He was accompanied 
by Acting Mayor McAneny and

Duncan Butler, vice chairman of the 
citizens committee, whom he had in- 
vited aboard the Mayflower. 


As he entered an automobile to 


drive to the reviewing stand the two 
troops of mounted police who had 
escorted Mr. McAneny to the

started their horses in a canter. As 
they clattered over the cobblestones, 
100 strong, other mounted

took their station beside the auto- 
mobile in which the president rode 
and escorted him during the short 
ride.
